SUFFER FROM "FLAT FEET.'

How the Breaking Down of the Arch Is
Remedied by Steel Strip.

DesDite the fact that the beauty of a
well arched foot is much appreciated by
people of an artistic turn of mind, has
been sung frequently ny poeis nnu vec
makers, there has been until lately lit
tle interest, from a scion tifio point of
view, taken in its direct opposite the
flat foot.
